They think with a 
tolerant pity of such men as Milton, 
Shakespeare, Scott and others as hav¬ 
ing been deprived of the many advan¬ 
tages they, themselves, enjoy. The 
wisdom of Solomon is as the babbling 
of a fool to them. 

It would be interesting, though, to 
know what these reformers would 
substitute for the despised classics. 
What, for instance, would take the 
place of such of Shakespeare’s works 
as “The Merchant of Venice,” “Julius 
Caesar,” “Macbeth” and others? 
Would "Mr. Dooley” and others of his 
ilk be the substitutes? 

Possibly these would-be reformers 
have lost sight of the two-fold mis¬ 
sion of the classics in the present-day 
reading course—the analytical exer¬ 
cise and the deep insight into human 
nature which these works impart. 
What modern author has painted 
“Shylock” more true to life than has 
Shakespeare? Find, if you can, a 
more faithful portrayal of human 
passions than in “Macbeth.” 

We must go on record as opposed 
to the iconoclasts who would destroy 
our old classic idols if they are not 
prepared to give us something better 
in their place. The old works have in 
the past turned out soni£ intellectual 
giants—men who have indelibly im¬ 
pressed their personality on their 
age. If our reformers will convince 
us that any modern substitutes can 
achieve even a tithe of the success of 
the old favorites, we shall be ready to 
listen with patience to their sugges¬ 
tions. 


to be taken into consideration in any 
scheme to lessen the cost of living. 
The farm is the barometer of the na¬ 
tional life. Touch the farm and you 
touch the national pulse. It matters 
very little the scarcity or plenty of 
manufactured products, if the farm is 
overproductive the prices fall; if the 
farm fails, all prices rise in sym¬ 
pathy. 

We know this is not at all accept¬ 
able to the politician, who would have 
us believe that party policies are re¬ 
sponsible-all of which is the veriest 
rot, as the American people are fast 
finding out. 

When we as a people attack the 
farm problem in a sensible way; 
when we devise some plan to restore 
to the farms of this country the valu¬ 
able human brawn that they have lost 
—then and not till then will we be in 
the way of reducing the cost of living 
again to the normal. 

Perhaps the movement reported is 
the beginning, and indicates that the 
pendulum is at last started on its 
backward swing. Let us devoutly 
hope that such is the case.

In the election of M. B. Johnson as 
senator from this county, the people 
are to be congratulated.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


BACK TO TIIE FARM. 


It is gratifying to learn from real 
estate men in different sections of the 
country that there is at last a pro¬ 
nounced movement “back to the 
farm." They report large numbers of 
city men of moderate means purchas¬ 
ing farms and moving their families 
to them to escape the burdens of the 
present high cost of living. 

This is commendable and all right 
as far as it goes, but the movement is 
not general enough. And then it is 
not owners that are needed on the 
farms, but workers. 

For several decades past now there 
has been a rapid exodus from the 
farm, until in many sections of the 
country it is almost impossible to 
secure farm help at any price. This 
has had the inevitable result of cur¬ 
tailing the output of the farms, high 
prices naturally resulting. 

We have seen a table of statistics 
of the per cent of urban population as 
compared to rural, at the present time 
and fifty years ago. It showed start¬ 
ling growth of the cities and towns, 
with not nearly an equal growth of 
rural population. 

But, you say, those workers who 
have deserted the farms for the city 
are now engaged in manufactures. 
Why, then, are not manufactured arti¬ 
cles cheaper in price instead of being 
right up alongside of food stuffs? 

The answer is simple, and will have 


The matter of general education in 
this country has reached a point 
where more and serious consideration 
will havp to be given to the question 
of consolidation of rural schools. 

Of one fact there can be no ques¬ 
tion, our country has reached a period 
in its history when its people must be 
given education. Ignorance and illit¬ 
eracy are no longer compatible with 
twentieth century life. 

Every person at all familiar with 
conditions under which the country 
schools are maintained, knows that 
under these conditions it is absurd to 
even hope that a child may obtain a 
competent education therein. With a 
schoolhouse to every two or three 
miles of territory, dividing up the at¬ 
tendance and multiplying the number 
of teachers, two unavoidable conse¬ 
quences result—terms are shortened 
and inferior teachers are employed. 

It is a fact, patent to all intelligent 
observers, that to obtain to any pro¬ 
ficiency in teaching, the person must 
choose this as his or her life work, 
and must labor to equip themselves 
for efficient service. To this end there 
must be sufficient inducement. The 
utter absurdity of a three or four 
months’ term at $25 or $30 per month 
furnishing that inducement, is plain 
to all. 

One of the greatest possible detri¬ 
ments to the proper education of a 
child is an incompetent teacher, and 
that the conditions just described are 
fast flooding the land with a lot of 
incompetents is plain to all. And the 
child is the sufferer. Where he should 
be rightly and thoroughly grounded 
in all the different branches, in re¬ 
ality he frequently has but an im¬ 
perfect and sometimes even a wrong 
groundwork to build on, the results 
of which are seen in the woefully in¬ 
efficient lives of so many of our 
people. 

Again, it is too plain even for argu¬ 
ment that no community can educate 
its children on three and four months’ 
terms of school. Practically the entire 
accumulations of the short term are 
forgotten during the long vacation. 

There are, then, two indisputable 
requisites to the proper education of 
our rural population—competent in¬ 
structors and school terms sufficiently 
long. Of course, in the densely popu¬ 
lated districts, schools can be main¬ 
tained of sufficient size to guarantee 
the length of term, as this depends 
almost entirely on the per capita, and 
given the term, with an adequate 
salary, the competent teacher is easily 
secured and the children’s best inter¬ 
ests conserved. 

But in the sparsely settled districts 
this is not the case, and here arises 
the imperative need of consolidation— 
reducing the number of schools, 
thereby increasing the funds avail¬ 
able for each, thus insuring the de¬ 
sired results of a longer term and 
more competent teacher. 

As to just how consolidation may 
best be accomplished, must be left 
almost entirely to local conditions to 
determine. The public conveyance 
plan is working well in many sec¬ 
tions. The development of good roads 
is having a beneficial effect and aid¬ 
ing in the solution. But as we stated, 
this is entirely a local question and 
must be worked out locally. 

The important point is that the 
people be brought to see the absolute 
necessity for sufficient consolidation

READJUSTMENT 
OF POSTAL RATES 

Washington, Nov. 29.—The ways are 
now being greased for the launching 
of the movement for the readjustment 
of postal rates in the next session of 
congress. This problem was to have 
been taken up in the last session, but 
had to be deferred on account of the 
consideration required by railway 
mail pay. Since this has been dis¬ 
posed of the committees are prepared 
to take up the matter of placing the 
various postal rates on a more equit¬ 
able basis. 

A zone system of rates for second 
class matter is being prominently 
urged to take the place of the present 
flat rate, which was adopted nearly 
forty years ago. The present rate has 
for some time been regarded as a 
discrimination against the newspapers 
in favor of the great national maga¬ 
zines. Like the parcel post the pro¬ 
posed zone rates would be based on 
the length of the haul. 

The postal committees have been 
besieged by petitions bearing millions 
of names and several hundred thou¬ 
sand letters from individuals urging 
a readjustment of postal rates with a 
view of making possible 1-cent letter 
postage. A survey of the situation 
indicates that sufficient changes will 
be made in the various rates to per¬ 
mit the granting of a 1-cent rate on 
local delivery letters in the next ses¬ 
sion of congress. 

Chairman Moon of the house postal 
committee to-day said: “1 think that 
the committee will take up this 
second-class mail matter at the next 
session and press it to a conclusion 
at once. While I cannot speak for the 
committee, this is my desire in the

The cry that the oil supply will play 
out in twenty or thirty years is being 
used to tie up the remaining unde¬ 
veloped oil fields in the west in the 
hands of conservationists through the 
federal courts. 

In spite of federal prosecutions and 
shutting down many prospectors and 
operators, the output of the California 
oil wells has increased from 250,000 
barrels a day in January, 1915, to 
260,000 barrels a day in September, 
1916. 

Secretary Lane shows in senate 
document 310 that according to the 
United States geological survey the 
percentage of exhaustion in all oil 
wells is 26 and the estimate of the 
ol still in the ground of the known 
fields in California is 2345 million 
barrels, or at present rate of produc¬ 
tion good for 300 years. 

The best engineering authorities, 
instead of an oil famine, predict that 
owing to the rapid development of 
electric energy from the world’s water 
powers, oil and gas fuel products are 
bound to be cheaper rather than 
dearer. 

Secretary Daniels at the hearing be¬ 
fore the senate during February, 1916, 
showed that oil consumption by the 
navy increased from 137,000 barrels in 
1911 to 600,000 barrels in 1915. Esti¬ 
mated consumption • with enlarged 
navy by adding nine battleships and 
seventeen destroyers was put at 1760 
barrels and in time of war at 5,000,000 
barrels. 

The government already has undis¬ 
puted title to naval reserve No. 1 in 
California, which at the same hear¬ 
ing was shown by officials of the 
United States geological survey to 
hold 100,000,000 barrels, a supply ade¬ 
quate for fifty years for the national 
navy.

The average size of their own 
farm is 483 acres. All of them had 
been members of the university’s agri¬ 
cultural clubs for at least two years 
and had competed at least twice in the 


“Do you women who live on farms 
want to know how to make your work 
easier and pleasanter by new labor- 
saving methods?” 

This is the question the University 
of California is asking the women of 
the state. Now the university has 
offered to send to. any community a 
woman field agent to demonstrate 
“scientific efficiency” in the home, to 
show how the farm home may be 
made more homelike and attractive, 
and how the family may get more 
enjoyment from farm life. Any group 
or neighbor women, any women’s club, 
or any community desiring such a 
demonstration should write to the 
agricultural extension division at the 
University of California, and with no 
charge whatever by the university 
such a demonstration will be given. 

A map recently compiled by the 
college of agriculture showing where 
the university has held such women’s 
farm home demonstrations during the 
past year and a half recorded 140 dif¬ 
ferent demonstrations in twenty-eight 
California counties before more than 
seven thousand women. 

The two women field agents, experts 
in household matters, sent out by the 
University of California for this work, 
spend their whole time in the field. 
The demonstrations are usually held 
in farm homes, so that the neighbors 
may come in conveniently and see 
these demonstrations under the actual 
conditions of farm life in California.

When crude oil goes below a certain 
price it will not be used for fuel and 
the demand will be checked from that 
source.
